totalled 7,519,293 bushels for the 
week ending May 8—nearly half the 
total exported during the entire month 
of April 

Bulk of the shipments was cleared 
from Canadian ports on the Atlantic 
and Pacific A total of 3,350,514 
bushels moved out from Eastern 
Canadian ports and 2,608,779 bushels 
from Pacific pointa, Wheat from the 
Dominion shipped from United States 
ports on the Atlantic amounted to 
1,560,000.

A MATTER OF HISTORY 


Correspondence brought down at Ot- 
tawa includes a letter written by Sir 
George Foster stating there is no basis of 
fact for the supposition that the Govern- 
ment of the day made money out of the 
operations of the war time wheat board, 
Remembering the kind of government it 
was, it is easy to believe it didn’t and 
couldn't make money out of anything. On 
that point the letter will be taken as con- 
clusive. 

But when Sir George proceeded to say 
the wheat board had saved the wheat 
growers from severe losses he ventured 
upon ground of argument, and the state- 
ment will not be accepted as final. The 
wheat board was established to prevent 
the price of wheat going beyond a fixed 
figure, and did prevent that. Canadian 
farmers as a result got less for wheat than 
farmers in the United States got for 
wheat that went to the same destination. 
lf that was saving the Canadian wheat 
grower, he will have to be pardoned for 
not wanting any more of it, 


MAKING A NEW PARK 


Residents of the city who have not re- 
cently visited that section would find in- 
terest in wandering along the top of the 
hill on east Jasper and noting the trans- 
formation scene that is being enacted, un- 
der direction af the eityv engineer's denart- 
ment, on the property that has been long 
and none too favorably known as the 
“Crierson dump”. 

Last fall there was probably not in all 
Canada a more disreputable looking area 
within the boundaries of any incorporated 
town or city, But during the winter and 
spring a large number of men have been 
given work clearing away the rubbish and 
making a beginning toward carrying out 
the original idea—that of creating there 
another hillside park. 

A road has been built down the hill by 
an easy grade to the low level bridge, and 
terracing and levelling operations are be- 
ing carried out on an extensive scale 
There is thus in the making a playground 
that may rival Riverside park when time 
has permitted the growth of trees and 
shrubs and the creation of lawns. That 
will take time of course, but what has al- 
ready been done is convincing evidence 
that the property lends itself to a beauti- 
fication scheme that will be well worth 
while and well worth the cost. 


A GOOD RESPONSE 


Times that are bad for business are 
good for refunding operations. At noon on 
Tuesday, $150,000,000 of the $250,000,000 
Dominion conversion loan bonds had been 
already applied for, by holders of the ma- 
turing issues, The total of applications 
will therefore probably run to a far great- 
er sum than that asked for. 

Holders of the war time issues do not 
See at present opportunities to make safe 
and profitable reinvestments of the money 
and are not disposed to hold out for the re- 
demption of these securities in cash, The 
new bonds offered in exchange provide the 
maximum in the way of security and give 
an assured return that is particularly at- 
tractive when the industrial and commer- 
cial field is less than usually inviting to 
the investor. 

While the bond-holder will naturally 
view the question from this personal 
standpoint, and accept the exchange of 
bonds as a matter of business, it is in or- 
der to note that the public interest is also 
served when he thus facilitates the exten- 
sion of these debt obligations. If holders 
of the war time iseues refused to accept 
the new bonds, and a considerable propor- 
tion of the old bonds had to be paid in 
cash, a heavy increase in taxation would 
be inevitable, 

That would not help the country's cre- 
dit, would increase the already sufficient 
troubles of the taxpayer, and would in- 
troduce a new and depressing influence 
into the business situation. It is to be 
hoped the maturing issues can be entirely 
replaced with the new bonds, which seems 
fairly probable. 


IS CANADA WINNING OR LOSING? 


Addressing a great gathering of Bri- 
tish manufacturers at Sirininehem, the 
Prince of Wales stressed the need of ef- 


forts to hold the place which British 


manufactured goods now have in the mar- 
kets of South America. 

This is another reminder that South 
America is the ,oversea market upon 
which the eyes of the British manufactur- 
er are fixed at the present time. That is 
one part of the world in which his pro- 
ducts are welcomed. Elsewhere they are 
not wanted, and are being shut out by in- 
creasingly exclusive tariff barriers, 

It takes little thinking to get to the 
conclusion that one of the means by which 
the British manufaeturer will try to hold 
his position in South America will be that 
of welcoming South American products 
into Britain. The more Britain’s South 
American customers sell in Britain, the 
more they can and will buy from Britain. 
The British manufacturer may be trusted 
to see the point of that argument, and to 
back it for all he is worth. 

This is a consideration that ought to 
be getting some serious attention just now 
from the parliarnent and the people of 
Canada. Canada’s chance of restored 
prosperity is based largely on the hope of 
selling more wheat, cattle and other farm 
products in Great Britain. In our compe: 
tition there with wheat and cattle from 
the Argentine, is the British manufac- 
turer, and the gigantic influence he exerts 
in Britain, going to be for Canada or 
against it? 

Kight months ago parliament told the 
British manufacturer his goods were not 
wanted in Canada, and raised the tariff 
for the purpose of keeping them out, <A 
month ago a great trade exposition was 
held in Buenos Aires for the purpose of 
showing the British manufacturer that 
his goods are wanted in the Argentine. 
Which of these looks like the best policy 
for selling wheat and other farm products 
in Great Britain?

He was 
the son of the Comptroller of the 
Royal laboratory at Woolwich, who 
was also superintendent of military 
machines, His bent for invention was 
thus, possibly, fostered by his associa- 
tions, he, himself, being atiached to 
the Royal Laboratory after he had 
entered the Royal Artillery, With a 
turn for invention it is not surprising 
that Congreve should have focussed 
his mind on the war posgibilities of 
the rocket as a destructive firearm, 
We ourselves made use of rockets dur- 
ing the war, but such wonderful strides 
have been made in the art of hitting 
people at a distance with missiles that 
go off bang, that Congreve's rocket 
as bomb would today be viewed pretty

have one attack usually have others, 
as many as twenty of them appearing, 
unless the patient is willing to remove 
the basic cause then he will be safe 
from subsequent attacks, 

The true cause of this disease is the 
presence of bodily poisons or toxirs
